“How, then, does the French housewife 
solve the problem of high prices? First 
of all she buys very economiaclly and in 
small quantities, so that there are no 
leftovers. Each morning the cook and 
mistress together prepare the menu for 


over the ice box, for, first of all, there 
is no ice box—to keep ice is considered 
as almost unheard-of extravagance-—and 
secondly, if there were, in a well regu- 
lated household the ice box would be 
empty. The cook goes to market know- 
ing exactly what she must buy for the 
noon and evening meal, and almost to a 
sou what she is to spend. In most cases 
so much a day is allowed for the. table. 
“The French markets sell by the piece 
more often than by the pound. Eggs and 
chops are sold by the piece, and the cook 
purchases three, seven or nine, according 
to the family needs for the day. If her 
salad needs two tomatoes, she buys two.

ERHAPS nowhere in America is there 
so full an exemplification of the 
as can be found in certain 
100 to 


“simple life” 
parts of Oregon, 300 miles from 


the nearest railroad, where distance is 
figured by the number of days it requires 
to reach the nearest commercial centre. 
Fifty, 100, 200 miles away, the everland 
train rushes across the state with its 
burden of human freight, but its noise 
and bustle is lost to and unthought of 
by these isolated towns, sleeping peace- 
fully in the sunshine, their inhabitants 
intent on “minding their own business.” 
Much of the news of the world is’ almost 
ancient history before the details reach 
some of these people in their self-in- 
flicted seclusion. 

Oregon has more stage coach towns 
than any other twoxstates in the Union, 
and as many miles of stage lines as all 
the rest of the country combined, Ore- 
gon has the longest stage road in Amer- 
ica, and the greatest freighting concern 
the continent has headquarters at 
Prineville, an interior town not far from 
the centre of the state. The man who is 
afraid to‘get out of hearing distance of 
the locomotive has had but little busi- 
ness in the “railroadless area” in the 
United States, in recent vears. 

Distances are not considered seriously 
in Central Oregon. Much of the spirit 
of the pioneer remains with the people, 


on

‘country,. Over at the eastern end of the 
“state lies Vale, connected with the world 
‘by, a stub railroad and by stage lines 
with interior towns more than 200 miles 
away. A direct line runs from Vale to 
Burns, 125 miles, and branch lines extend 
in every direction from Burns. 

From Shaniko and from Vale each 
month during the summer and fall more 
than 1,800,000 pounds of freight is taken 
to the interior by team. During the 
‘rush season the weight will be nearly 
doubled. Large quantities of this freight 
are taken more than 100 miles, while 
the extreme distance is 300 miles, And 
from the interior go back to the rail- 
road towns millions of pounds of wool 
and hundreds of carloads of sheep and 
eattle for the markets of the world.

ONE MEXICAN STATE 
HAS THE RECORD FOR 
ACREAGE OF RUBBER 


on Pacific Coast 
Credited With More Land 
Devoted to This Product 
Than Rest of Nation.’ 


PIONEER INDUSTRY 


Chiapas, the most southwesterly state 
of Mexico on the Pacific coast, now hols 
the supremacy in rubber planting, having 
a larger acreage under cultivation than 
all the other rubber districts in Mexico, 
says Albert W. Brickwood, Jr., United 
States consul at Tapachula, in a recent 
report. 

Mexico, he says, is among the pioneers 
in rubber culture as there exist today 
plantations more than a quarter of a 
century old. For many years Mexico has 
been one of the largest producers of rub- 
ber, and its exports have reached enor- 
mous figures. 

The most important planting districts 
in Chiapas are Soconusco and Palenque. 
In the Soconuseo department is located 
the plantation La Zacualpa, which con- 
trols seven other companies, the whole 
forming the largest rubber plantation 
in the world. The holdings consist of 
more than 29 square miles. The planted 
area on the united plantations is 9500 
acres. 

There are several thousand 20-year-old 
trees planted by the original owner which 
now form a forest with an absolutely 
clean “floor,” containing numberless seed- 
lings. The average yield of these trees 
is one pound at a tapping, but some 
have vielded as high as two pounds 
11 ounces of dry rubber per tree, which 
is considered an excellent showing. Rec- 
ord plantings have been made at La Za- 
cualpa, as many as 3600 acres having 
been cleared and planted in one season; 
counting 300 trees to the acre, this gives 
a total of 1,080,000 trees in a season. 

There are always many thousands 
ready to be tapped the year round, ex- 
cept durng a few weeks in the dry season 
when the latex or sap does not run 
freely. While at present the practise is 
to tap three times annually, a test 
to be made soon to asc&rtain if it would 
not be possible to tap four or five times 
a year. 

La Zacualpa has a modern plant for 
handling the output. The sap or latex is 
brought in from the fields in specially 
constructed zine cans, strained through a 
sieve made for the purpose, of double and 
different sized mesh, to separate it from 
foreign and mechanical matter, mixed 
with clean water in the proportion of 
one to three, and allowed to stand for 
four hours, when the water containing 
the liquor from the sap is run into a 
tank for future treatment in the centri- 
fugal machine, and fresh water let 
in. The following day the sap or latex 
is Washed again, then mixed with the 
juice from the amole plant (soap root), 
undergoing a final washing, when it 
coagulated, rinsed in pure water, and 
sent to the drying room. The rubber is 
prepared in crepe or sheet form, then 
pressed into 100-pound blocks for ship- 
ment, the packing cases being made on 
the place, of native lumber. 

It will no doubt appear curious that 
the rubber collected from the waste or 
wash water by the centrifugal machine 
has proved to be of the best quality, a 
recent shipment to England having sold 
for $2.30 gold per pound, believed to be 
the best price ever paid for castilloa 
rubber. It is claimed that this product 
of rubber, which was formerly wasted, 
closely resembles fine Para rubber.

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OTTAWA, Ont.—George Buskin, a 
missionary of the International Evangel- 
ical and Colportage mission, is the sub- 
ject of international negotiations be- 
cause of a complaint that he was turned 
back at the border filed with the 
Canadian government here. _ 

Mr. Buskin’s counsel, J. R. Roach, K. 
C., lodged the complaint, claiming that 
his client was on his way to visit his 
daughter at Rochester, N. Y. .Mr. Buskin 
declined to give a bond that he would 
not become a public charge pon the 
people of the United States. 

Mr. Roach has been notified by the 
secretary of state at Ottawa that the 
matter his been referred to the British 
ambassador at Washington for investi- 
gation.

A permit to build this dike 
granted by the Legislature to Samuel 
Watts and others in 1789. No work was 
done until 1841, when the 
Ferry & Land Company entered into an! 
agreement with the United States to 
have the present dike built, each party 
paying one jalf the cost. 

The dike’ was transferred to the city 
of Chelsea about 40 years ago and in 
1870 a new tide gate was constructed 
by the city at a cost of $8000. Last 
December there was a leak in the dike 
and the waves swept through Auburn 
street and over the lower part of the 
city. 

The following day Mr. O’Brien, under 
the direction of the board of control, set 
a large force of men at work driving 
sheathed piles. During the last month 
the top of the water side of the em- 
bankment has been raised so that the 
grade is nine inches above the high-water 
mark of Dec. 6, 1909. 

Mr. O’Brien says the dike is hereafter 
to be patrolled during heavy storms. He 
also proposed to the board of control that 
all ash dumps in, the’ Vicinity be con- 
ecentrated on the land side of this dike, 
to strengthen the embankment.

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INFINITUDE OF THE UNIVERSE 


By FREDERICK C. LEONARD. 

Y many of the ancient philosophers, 

the earth was regarded as the center 
of the universe, around which every other 
material body swung. Now, however, we 
know thatthe earth is but one small 
member of a great collection of bodies 
which*we term the solar system. The 
solar system, of which the sun, merely a 
star, is the center. is a member of a vast 
aggregation of sidereal bodies, known as 
the stellar universe. 

The sun is distant from the earth ap- 
proximately 93.000,000 miles. This dis- 
tance is better realized after the state- 
ment is made that if it were possible 
for a train to travel from here to the 
sun, never stopping and moving with the 
velocity of 60 miles per hour, it would 
require about 178% vears to reach its 
destination! The sun is about 850,000 
miles in diameter (the earth nearly 
8000), and the bulk is over a million 
times larger than the earth. The same 
imaginary train spoken of would require 


about five years to make an equatorial | 


journey around: the sun. Some of the 
eruptive prominences on the sun rise to 


heights of 300,000 miles with velocities | 
as great as 600 miles a second, while it | 
is not at all infrequent to find sun spots | 
that are large enough to engulf the en- | 


tire earth without touching it! 


weighing “balance,” says Sir Robert Ball,

tive of the weight of cosmical bodies. 

Proceeding outward from the sun we 
reach the mighty planet Jupiter, which, 
in round numbers, is 1300 times 
than our globe. and lastly we reach the 
distant planet Neptune which is almost 
2.800,000,000 miles from the central lum- 
inary. 

The distances from here to the stars 
are so great that a unit known as a 
“light year” is used to express them. 
A “light year” is the velocity of a ray 
of light in a year. Light traveis 186.- 
330 miles per second and expressed in 
miles a light year is equal to ‘nearly 
6,600,000,000,000! The nearest known 
star -to the earth, Alpha Centauri, one 
visible from the southern hemispliere, 
is distant more than 414% light years, 


or expressed in miles, almost 25,000,000,- | 
000,000, while most of the stars are dis- |

FALLING - BODIES 


LL falling bodies, whether they 


be | 


crystal raindrops or meteorites, fall |

with “a uniform accelerated motion; 
other words, if a body be moving at a cer- 
tain velocity at the expiration of one sec- 
ond from the beginning of its fall, it will 
be moving with twice that velocity at 
the expiration of two seconds, gaining in 
speed at a uniform rate throughout the 
whole course of its fall. 

Careful experiments have shown that 
the rate at -which a_ body acquires 
velocity in falling through the air is 32 
feet per second at the end of the first 
second from starting. At the end of the 
next second it is going at the rate of 64 
feet per second, and so on through the 
whole time of falling. Where the velocity 
is known, the spacé through which the 
body has fallen may be ascertained by 
multiplying the velocity at that period 
by the number of seconds during which 
it has been falling, and dividing the re- 
sult by two. 

This rule applies, however, only to 
_ bodies falling through a vacuum. The re- 
. sistance of our atanosphere materially re- 
- tards raindrops, hailstones, aerolites and 
all other bodies which fall throagh it. 
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HY are the eyes of the elephant 

remarkably small? By their small- 
ness they are more easily protected from 
injury while the animal is engaged in 
breaking down branches of trees. And 
they are also rendered more secure from 
the attacks of insects, which, in the geo- 
graphical range of the elephant, are 
exceedingly troublesome. 

The elephant’s eye is not only protected 
by its size, but it is provided with a 
thin lid, by which the elephant is en- 
abled to free the eye from fragments 
that may fall into it. This is not the 
ordinary eyelid, but a third. provision 
specially adapted for cleansing the eye, 
but not for closing it.

yield of corn per acre in Texas this 
season has been awarded to 15-year-old 
Willie R. Smith of Karnes City. He 
had more than 3000 competitors, scat- 
tered all over the state.

WORKING DOGS IN BELGIUM 


HE dog is an animal which has not 

generally been compelled to work. It 
is true that it has been used to help the 
shepherd and the herdsman and to guard 
the household, but that is light labor. 
The hauling of sledges over‘ the ice in 
Arctic regions is work for which dogs 
have shown much fitness. 

InwEngland, meat is roasted before 
open fires, after being hung on a bar 
called a “spit.” And at one time dogs 
were put in & hollow revolving wheel, 
like that seen in squirrel cages, which 
was attached to and turned the spit. 
Thus they were called “turn-spits”; but 
they never took kindly to the work, and 
no doubt thought it an injustice that 
they were not given a share of the 
roast, 

The dog has really been made to work 
in Belgium. The city of Liege is a great 
manufacturing city, and employs as 
any horses as any other place of its 
size in Europe; and yet, for every horse,

at least two dogs are to be seen in ars 
ness on the streets. . 

Early in the morning, women, with 
brightly painted carts drawn by sleek 
and well-fed 
to sell their wares. The gardener, the — 
butcher, the baker, the grocer, the ex 
pressman, all engage the services of the 
dog. 

Its step is so much quicker than that 
of the horse that it can in an hour go 
twice the distance covered by the latter, 
and draw a heavier load in proportion to 
its size. The dogs are driven in their 
wagons single, double and sometimes 
three and four abreast. 

The expense of feeding them where a 
number are kept, or when. placed like 
horses at livery, is from 5 to 6 cents a 
day, horseflesh and black bread being 
their food. | 

There are markets where they aré 
bought and sold, and a well-built and 
well-broken dog will sell for $20 to $25. 


SPEED OF HORSES’ FEET. 

Did vou ever think how fast a horse 
in a 2.20 gait moves his feet? When 
a horse is trotting a 2.20 gait his feet 
move a little faster than a mile in 1.10. 
As his body is moving at 2.20, and as 
each of his feet when In contact with the 
ground is stationary, and then is picked 
up and moved forward to take the next 
step, the foot must move as much faster 
than the body as to make the step, which 
is over twice as fast. Now the action 
is: The foot is at rest upon the ground 
and is raised one or two feet high, then 
forced forward nearly the full length of 
the leg, then lowered to the ground, and 
is at rest for nearly two thirds of the 
time that the next step is being taken. 


The time, nearly two thirds, is too long, 
but it is from one half to two thirds 
of the next step.

OREGON AND IDAHO 
PROSPECTS IN OIL 
AND GAS OUTLINED 


Gas and oil prospects near Vale, On- 
tario, and Nyssa, in Malheur county, Ore- 
gon, and near Payette and Weiser, Idaho, 
are commented cn in a report by C. W. 
-Washburne, geologist, which is published 
by the United States geological survey. 

Active prospecting for gas and oil has 
been carried on fin Malheur county for 
about three years. 

In 1909 seven companies were operat- 
ing in the field, 15 wells had been drilled, 
and drilling was in progress on eight new 
wells. 

At one place in Ontario a well obtains 
gas in quantity sufficient to maintain 12 
jets for lighting a house and to supply 
a cooking range, but no well in the 
region has yet struck a commercial out- 
put of gas or oil. 

My. Washburne states that the field 
bears no geologic resemblance ‘to any 
other oil-or gas field in the United 
States, but expresses the opinion that 
the chances for developing a gas field are 
good.

If the lumber is 
crooked, ‘draw the boards together so 
as to prevent cracks, Since the siding 
is generally between the studding and 
the concrete, heavy nailing is not needed 
to hold it in place until the concrete 
comes against it. Often cleats, clamps, 
or screws are used to save the lumber 
and to render easier the removal of the 
forms. The forms should always be 
planned with this end in view. Jn plae- 
ing the concrete avoid unnecessary lift- 
ing by leaving off a few of the boards 
at the top of the form until‘ they are 
needed.

‘Thousand in Spruce Partly 
Due to Shutting Down of 
Mills for the Winter. 


After selling as low $22 per thousand 
feet during the past summer, the pric® 
of spruce of house frame sizes, techni- 
cally known as “dimensions,” has ad- 
vanced to $23, This is due in part to 
shutting down of mills that operate dur- 


ing the summer. The fewer mills that 
are in operation at present are meeting 
a fair demand, although this is naturally 
a dull season in lumber, which many New 
England companies utilize for inventory 
taking. 

Construction demand in this section has 
been excellent the past year, and, if it 
had not been for recession in New York 
building activity, the annual turnover in 
the lumber trade would have proved, if 
not of record proportions, at least con- 
siderably above the average volume. As 
it is, a very fair year’s business has been 
experienced. 

Maine operators are planning some cur- 
tailment in their cutting this winter in 
view of the slackness of the New York 
demand, but it is too early in the season 
to forecast whether the total cut of 
eastern lumber will prove to be smaller 
than the 1909-10 harvest, which was 
about normal.

HOLIDAY BUSINESS 


Satisfactory trade conditions at pres- 
ent, with ‘prospects for greater expan- 
sion of business next year, offer con- 
siderable encouragement to industrial 
and commercial interests. R. G. Dun 
& Co.’3 Weekly Review of Trade says: 

The year now drawing to a close will 
be notable for its harvests, the money 
value of its farm products being com- 
puted at close to $9,000,000,000—a rec- 
ord figure. This fact forms the best 
possible basis for industrial advance 
next year. 

In the dry goods markets the holiday 
trade is shaping up well and reorders 
for merchandise are going into jobbing 
houses steadily. The cotton goods and 
cotton yarn markets are hampered by 
the difficulty of getting prices commen- 
surate with :high cotton costs, and cur- 
tailment therefore continues. Print 
cloths, 9-yard 56x52s advanced 1-16c: per 
yard, but other lines show no change. 
Fall River sold about 150,000 pieces of 
print cloths and convertibles last week, 
of which 40,000 were for spot delivery, 
and some mills making convertibles are 
now willing to sell for delivery during 
the first three months of the year on a 
basis of 5%4c for 39 inch 68x72s 

While there had been some improye- 
ment in the shoe trade, business is still 
‘8 | considerably below the normal for this 
.season of the year. Prices on footwear 
are not strong. There is a weak and 
declining market on all kinds of domestic 
hides. Foreign dry hides are firm—owing 
to small supplies. 

Failures this week numbered 287 in the 
United States against 254 last year, and 
23 in Canada, compared with 31 a year 
ago. 

Bradstreet’s State of Trade says: 

At most centers retail trade is classed 
as satisfactory, though there are a few 
exceptions to this noted North and South. 
Jobbers and wholesalers catering to this 
class of business have apparently done 
well as a whole. 

In industrial lines changes are rather 
on the quiet side as a whole. Iron and 
steel are quieter and pig iron is weaker. 
The railways are still out of the mar- 
ket. Coal is active, with car scarcity 
complained of in the southern Appala- 
chian district. 

Copper is steady ‘in pricé, but demand 
continues quiet. 

Wheat, including flour, exports from 
the United States and Canada for the 
week ending Dec. 8 aggregate 3,498,458 
bushels, against 3,990,457 last year. 

Canadian trade reports indicate that 
holiday business brisk, that colder 
weather has improved distribution of 
seasonable fabrics at retail, and that in 
filling-in orders are numerous;

FURTHER DECLINE 
IN STEEL ORDERS 


NEW YORK—The U. 8S. Steel corpora- 
tion reports a decrease in unfilled orders 
of 111,536 tons. 

The unfilled orders on the corporation 
books on Nov. 30 last was 2,760,413 tons 
as compared with 2,871,949 tons on Oct.

NEAR END, GERMAN 
FINANCES IMPROVE 


BERLIN—Secretary Wermuth of the 
imperial treasury, explaining™ in’ the 
Reichstag the financial position of the 
empire, showed that one year hence 
Germany, for the first time in many 
years;_will be able to balance her ex- 
penditures with her.income.

Cordova gave its 
name to the first shoes made wholly of 
leather, and from Cordova came the gof- 
fered, painted and gilded hangings , or 
tapestries of the twelfth century, seen in 
the Alhambra and in ancient palaces. - 

The leathers of Cordova were first 
boiled to a condition of soft pliability 
and then worked in a dozen different 
ways. “Boiled leather” is mentioned in 
a song 120,000 verses long, written about 
the year 1190. Having boiled their calf- 
skin or sheepskin, the ancient artisans 
teased its surface with a sharp tool like 
an engraver’s stylus, and, having given 
it the look of soft-piled velvet, they 
stamped or painted it and used it, in 
different ornamental ways. Then, as 
now, leather-workers preferred a medium 
quality of calfskin or sheepskin, not .too 
fine or too thick to be supple. 

Modern imitators of the antique prod- 
uct tan their leather with tannic acid 
and sumac. The tarmic acid so used 
is extracted ffom the bark. of. certain 
species of oak. Leather tanned with acid 
takes all color dyes; but sumac gives a 
reddish rose and sumac-dyed. skin is re-

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———1! Many people find it difficult to dissociate 
' stock market movements from the business 
The conditions of the country. Indeed, they are 
closely allied in some wavs. But it is well 
to bear in mind that the.tape does not always 
“tell the tale.” At least stock quotations are 
not always an accurate barometer of com- 
mercial affairs. At thé present time, for 
example, the business conditions “of the 
country are fairly satisfactory while tor 
nearly a year stock market prices have been steadily declining. 
Consequently, the pessimism heard in certain eastern financial circles 
just now should not be taken too seriously. It 1s true that there 
has been a slackening of activity in iron and steel. ‘The cotton goods 
market is not what it should be, and here and there in other quarters 
there has been a slowing down due in some degree to general bust- 
ness recession and in part to the taking of inventories. However, 
measured by last year’s comparatively good business, the total volume 
of trade for the current twelve months will make an excellent 
showing. 

It is the future that worries most. For more than a vear fears 
have been expressed that there would be a slowing down or some- 
thing worse. Many large interests have been doing a hand-to-mouth 
business. moving along cautiously and slowly lest something diretul 
should happen to upset things. In the face of this trepidation busi 
ness has prospered and expanded. Crops have been unprecedentedly 
large, notwithstanding the predictions of failure or partial destruc. 
tion. Many of the large corporations have had record-breaking 
earnings this vear despite the gloomy forebodings entertained, 

As far as security values are céncerned, while it is cold comtort 
for those holding stocks and bonds, the decline in prices is a natural 
and orderly consequence of conditions that recently prevailed and 
that continue to a certain extent. Prices of commodities have been 
notoriously high, producing an abnormally high cost) of living. 
There has been a steady decline in these values for some time past, 
and. it naturally follows that there should be an accompanying decline 
in quotations in the stock markets. But liquidation of commodities 
and securities should not alarm any one. On the contrary, it ts 
a most hopeful indication of future commercial stability and expan 
sion. Business is not running along at its former high tension, 
nor are business or individual extravagances so flagrant as betore; 
but the slackening in the industrial pace and the practise of ec 
apparent now in public and private lite are bound to work 
betterment of all.

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DoOUBTLEss extreme pressure from _ tie 
Republican side in favor of aspirants of that 
political belief wall be brought to bear on 
President Taft in connection with the 
supreme court appointments which he is 
called upon to make in order to fll vacancies 
on that bench.

That the moral effect of such a display of hberalism 
upon the Democratic and independent sentiment of the nation would 
be good is something that goes without saving. 

There is good reason why, under the circumstances, it would 
be not only politic but fair that one of the vacancies should be tilled 
by a distinguished Democratic lawyer. During recent vears, because 
of the ascendency of the Republican party in national politics, the 
highest tribunal in the Iand has been at times almost wholly com- 
posed of Republican appointees. A party which has been only 
barely in the minority in the past, and which 1s probably in the 
majority today, should not be denied representation in the supreme 
court. 

In constructing his cabinet President Taft courageously went 
outside of his party for material, and for this he received the merited 
applause of liberal and generous-minded people of all shades of 
political opinion. He will have the warm approyal of the people 
if he be equally broad-minded in filling the supreme court vacancies.

ill have to be met by appropriation. Some years from now it 


will disappear as the present deficit, mainly due to previous reduc- 
tions in letter postage, is disappearing; but so long as the deficit 
is large—so long as it eats into the national revenues in a con- 
spicuous way, and to an extent that may compel retrenchment in 
other quarters—it will be next to impossible to obtain favorable 
consideration for a proposal like the parcels post, which for a time, 
at least, is likely to prove an additional burden.

runner of general toll legislation it offers, 
seemingly; one method of giving what vif- 
tually constitutes free passage to American vessels and making 
foreign-owned craft pay most of the costs ol the canal project. 
Whether such a plan would work out successtully, no one can say 
absolutely; but in the possible absence of a subsidy law there could 
he no strong objections to any steps taken with the idea of favoring 
American shipping to even a small extent. ; 
Can the United States government afford to do what the Frye 
measure would have it do? Without doubt it can, although the 
investment as a whole may have to be classified eventually as unre- 
munerative. On the other hand, advantages.derived from the canal 
will be enjoyed by all America, and the cost of the project is looked 
upon as a secondary consideration. But if the United States govern- 
ment decides to pay the tolls on .\merican vessels, even in the hope 
of avoiding a treaty regulation against discrimination as between 
nations in the matter of such charges, these must not be raised 
high enough to deféat their own purpose. As the sage London 
Times remarked not long ago: “The question of whether) or not 
the Panama canal will pay interest on its capital 1s not germane 
to this inquiry. Probably it will not; its revenue will possibly not 
be a great deal more than the cost of its maintenance. But that 
will not affect the sources and destinations of the traffic which will 
pass through its locks. Its toll must be based upon a scale such 
as to invite the use of its facilities, or otherwise it will not be used.” 
Yet the dividends on the British government’s original $20,- 
000,000 investment in the Suez canal, amounting to more than 
$6,000,000 annually, have reached more than $65,000;000. It is

I OTHER cities can afford to maintain gar- 
bage or refuse disposal plants, and at least 
one of them pays for itself, must Boston 
abandon hope of such a municipal establish- 
ment because it might cost $900,000 or so? 
With all deference to the judgment of the 
superintendent of streets, and consideration 
tor the backers of the “proposed Boston 
Disposal Company,” it is the earnest belief 
of many unprejudiced people that this project

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ought not to be dropped until all the facts collated by Mr. Rourke - 


during his researches in the West are miade public. Leaving for a 
moment the indefinite attitude of the New England Sanitary Product 
Company in neglecting to bid against the “proposed” company, the 
public, then, may turn to Superintendent Rourke as its legitimate 
source of enlightenment. 

What Mr. Rourke might explain more fully is the exact rea- 
son why he strongly favored the idea of a mupicipal<plant prior 
to his trip of investigation and changed that view, after inspecting 
the establishments at Columbus and Cleveland, O., and Milwaukee, 
Wis., In company with such experts as the superintendent of the 
proposed Boston Disposaf Company and a representative of the com- 
pany that built the Milwaukee plant. Both these gentlemen, it is 
understood, asked permission to go on the trip and paid their own 
Way. : 

The mcinerators at Cleveland and Milwaukee are not yet paving 
investinents, it is claimed, but the former is promising. | Columbus, 
however, owns the most modern garbage reducing plant in the 
country, one which pays from the income on its by-products the 
interest on the original $180,000 investment, exclusive of the site. 
The income also covers depreciation of the plant and cost of opera- 
tion, except collection of garbage. Ashes and similar refuse are 
collected and disposed of by licensed scavengers, while the. city 
collects the garbage at a cost of $1.50 a ton, averaging seventy 
tons a day.. So much success has attended the ‘project that the 
city now considers taking over the collection of all refuse. 

The city of Boston has been paying the New England Sanitary 
Product Company $52,400 a year for disposing of garbage collected 
and delivered by the city at the Spectacle island plant and more 
than $5000 a year to the City Refuse Utilization Company for. dis- 
posing of refuse collected and delivered at its Atlantic avenue plant. 
lt Columbus, with 180,000 people, finds its municipal plant profitable, 
why cannot Boston effect economies in the same way? A first 
cost of, even $1,000,000 would not be prohibitive if thereby the 
matter could be economically arranged for a long period. Columbus 
may yet find that a plant capable of reducing garbage and disposing 
of ashes and other refuse simultaneously will be less desirable than 
a plain incinerator. But in this connection we recall that the second 
special commission appointed by Mayor George A. Hibbard recom- 


mended the installation of incinerators as the best plan for Boston, . 


on the ground that they would obviate the necessity of separating 
varbage from other kinds of refuse, and mean less work and expense. 

The claim has been advanced that charter restrictions preventing 
the city from engaging in work along commercial lines would stand 
in the way of a municipal plant, of which the expense was to be 
offset by the sale of its by-products and surplus steam. If this is 
true, it may be advisable to seek relief through special legislation. 
[t seems difficult to attain’ satisfactory economies in disposing of 
waste so long as the work is done by private contractors. .A munic- 
ipal plant might solve a problem that is larger, but not essentially 
more exacting, than the one already partially solved by some 
smaller cities.

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saving grace is activity no longer feels called upon to sacrifice pride, 


in order to serve in humble capacities while meeting his expenses. 
Reports from Yale give the total amount of money earned there 
during “term time” last year as $190,449. ,A similar estimate makes 
the sum $136,849 for Harvard University. At Yale 182 students 
earned $27,520 by tutoring, and 135 others as waiters earned 
$18,463. Still others cared for houses and the grounds around them, 
thus paying for their lodging. . 

These statistics/point to the possibility that earning tuition 
expenses may in“time become the more common way of securing 
college training. ‘The Yale bureau of appointments since the opening 


of the college year has placed ‘ninety-three of ‘the 230 applicants ; 
and at Harvard positions were found for 211 students, 313 applica-. 


tions being received. It is not too much to believe that as the 
college bureau of appointments extends ‘its\ operations boys who 
plan to work while putting the finishing touches on their education 
nay take steps to learn some specialties that will enhance the value 
of their services after they enter college. Such preparation would 
lay a firmer foundation of self-reliance for the purposeful work 
to follow.
